Ex-circuit clerk 
pleads guilty

JEFFERSON CITY — Jack Rob- 
erts, former Gay County circuit 
cierk, pleaded guilty here Friday to 
a felony charge of deviant sexual 
conduct. 

Roberts, 55, had been charged 
with one felony and two misde- 
meanor sex charges, all involving 
young boys. Under an agreement 
reached between prosecutors and 
his attorneys, Roberts pleaded guil- 
ty to the felony charge, and the two 
misdemeanor charges were 
dropped. 

* Sentencing by Cole County Cir- 
cuit Judge Byron Kinder will follow 
a pre-sentence investigation. Rob- 
erts could be sentenced to one to 
seven years in prison and be fined 
uptoS5,000. 

Roberts was circuit cierk from 
March 1973 to March 1988, before 
resigning amid an investigation into 
the allegations of sexual miscon- 
duct. 

After his resignation, Clay Coun- 
ty Prosecutor Michael Reardon did 
not charge Roberts with the crimes, 
but put him in a diversion program 
for sexual offenders. 

Under the terms of the diversion 
program, Roberts was required to 
stay away from boys under age 1 8. 

Later, however, two witnesses 
said they saw Roberts sitting near a 
group of Boy Scouts at a Royals 
game. Roberts is a former scoutmas- 
ter.

I. THE INCIDENT 

On January 3, 1988 , I received a phone call about a Soy Scout from Troop 
373 (Liberty, Missouri) who stated a boy been sexually abused by a Scout 
Leader in 1982. This allegedly happened on a campout at Earnest. 
Shepherd Memor^^Youth center in Liberty, Missouri in the boy's tent. 
The boy, ^^^g^" ^^^^ . is now IS years of age and out of Troop 373. 

I was also later informed by another person this man had abused a 
neighbor and other cases were under investigation. 

The man has not been arrested, however, his investigation has been 
reviewed by a judge in Clay County. The Liberty City Police Department 
is investigating the man. The Clay County Juvenile Justice Office is 
aware of at least two allegeded abuse cases by Jack Roberts. 

-II. JACK ROBERTS' BACKGROUND 

The leaders name is Jack Roberts of Missouri.
